SHAKESPEARIE'S SILENCE ABOUT
TOBACCO.

In “Notes and Queries,” for Juanuary 0, there

I8 o paper on “‘Shakespeare's Bilence uabout
Emoking,” by Mr. Walter Thornbury, to which
notice has been drawn by the Round Table, the

Erpress, and, we believe, some ather fonrnals.
The writer in “Notes and Queries” asks “How
is 1t that our great deamatist never opoe makes
even the slightest nllusion to smoking ! Who cun
suggest a resson 1" He atrempts to answer the
Query, aud sucgests Lwo rensons;—

1, Our great poet may have nimed at o cer-
tain idealism, nud have chought the new tazhion
too trivial aod epocmernl to desarve notlea.

2. Asa prudent manager and courtier (for
did he nol eulogize Ehzabeth c\(lm\agu.ullr n
Herry 111, and glmost fulsomely in Midsummner
Nighta' Dream und Sames 1, in Maebeth?) he
may have thought 1t unwise to pralse n custom
detested by the King, ote,"

For the first reazon he has no ground, as, by
hiz own showing, matters ol vastly minor im-
pormuu were not 100 trivial for Shakespeare's
notice; and, in the gecond, Mr, Thornbury has
been antio umh-rl in Americs, by Mr. John Sav-
nge, on 8 brouder basis than mere uhacquluus
ness to the king, however prodental that might
have beco.

In the Merchants’ Magazine,” for June and
August, 1862, the leading place is gived to a con-
tinuous artiele, encitied “Tobacco: Historical,
Siatistical, Diplomatic, and Literary,” written

y Mr. Bavage, in which the subject is reviewed
in the various relations indicated by the title,
In that article, Mr. Bavage suggested thut
Bhakespenro's silence on the subject of tobacoo
and smoking was strong evidence ol the party
spirit manliested for and ageinst the wse of to-
bacco; and sbove which his business foresight
and n;uallv-pol-ed brain rose superior; in the
same degree that Spenser, Jonnson, and others,
less well-bulanced intellects, took sides on the
exciting tl’lwu 10m.

If Mr, Thornbury’s remarks are worthy ol
notice on this slde of the Atlantic, Mr, Savage's
are especlally in the same connection; ns there
is u very remarksable coincidence of illustration
between them. Having given Mr, Thornbury's
suggested reasous for Shakspeare’s silence, we
give that portion of Mr. SBavage's artiele touching
on the subjeot:—

“Notwithstanding that the use of tobscco was
fasbionable with the wits and gallants, it was
made the subject of sntire by even those who
were not ayerse to a qulet pipe and bottle ot
sack, That there were two parties to the
tobaoco question, even when Kaleigh and the
court circle gave to smoking that character
which, Iu historical chrenicles, tukes the place
of pupnlnrih, is vary evident from one especial
fact, That fs, that Shakespeare does not men-
tlon tobnceo, or smoking, In any way tending
either to advocate or abuse the weed, Shake-
Epenre Wik a tamons man of business, had a dis-
ereel, well-polsed brain, which could devota itself
to all things—give graces 1o the lowest, or honor
10 the highest walk. In our day hs could auec-
cesslully pursue any ealling—from the monoto
nous routine of a city ruilroad conductor to
the far-resching smergencies of a cabinet minis-
ter. Discretion he regarded as a solid basis for
success, 'In business matters he clearly desmed
& deoent respect (or the opinion of mankind not
the least important atlraction 10 amuss: thode by
whom be wus to live, This teeling would make
him not less a courtier to the sovervign peoale
ibkan to the people’s sovereien, Thouch Mmendly
with Raleigh, he had enfiiclent digeretion 1o
deny himselt the exaltation of his friend’s to-
baeco wenkness, lest he might offend & rival
wmrly: and, per confra, declined to abuse to.

fieen, lest he might exalt the opponents of the
new custom at the expense of his friend. So,
with his usanl business tact, he concluded to
say nothing abontit. ‘Pipes' and ‘smoke’ ure
mentioned by shakespeare; but the former ure
not those through which the lsifer is drawn;
nor the iutter that which circled from human
mouths, or gnorted from human nosteily, though
poth may haeve suggested the nwlnplml of
‘Romeo':—

“Love s a smoke, made with the fume of sichs;

Bemg puft'd, o fire sparkling in iover's eyes '

“The greatest of Shakespeare's poetienl and
dramatic contemporaries, Bpenser and Ben Jon-
son, were less disoreet, and entered, in various
degrees, into the i.-t-l"um of the era on the mut-
ter. The former, whose turmoils with, show
him to have beéen m|nall\ excitable as, the Irish,
wos o devoled friend of I.ulvigh ln. whom he
was visited at his Irish home of Kileolman, and
throngh whom he received the laureatesbip
from Elizabetli, No wonder he oconld see a vir-
tue in the Ameriean plant, and eall ft ‘divine
tobscco.! Jonson, notorious for his brawls, his
wnsslons, and emphatic nature, was not likely to
pe neutral. He bus given us the temper of the
times, Afrer his fashion, ‘Captain Bobadil” thus
enlurges on the great qualities of tobaceo:—

“sEir, believe me upon my relation—for what
I tell you the world shall not reprove, 1 huve
been in the Indies, where this herb grows—
where neither m_well. nor a dozen gentlemen
more of my knowledge, have received the taste
uf nny other nutriment m the world, for the

ace of one-and-twenty weeks, but the fume ul
t Is simple berb only. Therefore it cannot be
but "tis most divine, Forther, take it in the true
kind, so, it makes an autidote that, had you
taken the most deadly poisonous plant in” all
Italy, it shiould expel it and elarify you with s
miuch ease a8 [ speak, And for your green
wound—your balsamum, and your "St, John's-
wort, aré all mere zulleries aud trash to it, gape
vinl!\ your Trinddwd Your Niootian 18 good,
too. 1 could sy 1\'1*\1 I know of it for the ¢ \pul
sion of rheams, raw hamors, eruditles a, obstric-
tions, with o thousund of thas kiad; bat I profuss
m\nll no qlil(L“ulu‘l' only ll;-n nug h, by
Herveulos, T do hold iy, and will afirm it before
auy prince in Burope, to be the most savereien
and precrons weed 1hat ever the earth tendersd
to the nee of wan.

“The tobaeco o n..ual was an important per
gon in the London of Jumes the First's time—
with his Wincheoer pipes, his maple cutting
blocks, his juniper wood charcoal fives, and his
silver tongs with whiich to hand the hot char-
coal tohis custome: o, althongh he was shrewdly
suspected of adulteru ing the precious weed with
sack-lecs and oil. ! was his custom to wash the
tobacco in musondel :mel grains, nnd to keep it
moist by wrappiog it in gressed leather and
oiled rags, or by bury .m: it ln gravel.”

Where did he gov authority tor olled rags?
It would =eem thot Mr. Thornbury had read
Mr. Suavage's paper. and, in this instance, had
been led mto error by an omisslon in the sixth
line of the above Guotation. Any one who
reters to the first net of The Alohymist, will at
once perceive the repson of Mr. Savace's
omiesion, and be led to believe that Mr,
Thornbury could not have deseribed the tobacco
merchant with Ben Jonson before him, His
trangformed desenmption of the tobacconist’s
arts is similar to Jenson's, gave in that especial
particular omitted by Mr, Savege; and for
which Mr, Thornbury substitutes “oiled rags,”
whieh are not aliuded to by Jonson, and were
not used wt all,

This is outeide of the Shakespearian bearines
of the subject, but tends to prove thas Mr.
Thorpbury,jn reviving, this year, the gnery as
1o the ;_-n-ut dramatlst’s silence on tobacco, nnd
the suppested rensons therefor, had Mr., Sa.
vage's remorke on that subject, published three
and a half years previous, in bis mind's oye.—

A New Islond - Remmknble Phenomena—
A Voleanie Upheaval.

A correspondent ot the Lomlon Zimes, writing
from Athens, Greece, munounces thit o new
felned began 1o rise above the level of the sea in
the EBay of Theia \hnlllurm) In the Grecinn
N chipelngo, on the 4th of Februsry, and m five
days It atial ned the berght of 1rom one hundred
nnd thirty ieet to obe hondred and fitty feet,
with n length of upwards o1 three hundred atul
fitiy fect and o brendih of one hundred feel. It
continues to merease, aud consiats of 8 rosty
black metnllic lnv, ur\ henvy, aud pesembling
halt-emelted vcorin which has bolled up from &
furraee, It comtaing many smal! whitish sem
troneparent particles disseminsied through the
mwaos ke queriz or leldspar.

The eroption hr‘r-‘n on the #1st of January,
A nclee like volloys of artillery was heard,
bot without any earthquake. On the fellowing
day flames issued from lnﬂ ren, inn partof \he
ony ealled Vulkonos, where the water (8 always
-nn olored and .'llupn'l,,hu od with sulphur from
plondant springe ot the Dottom. he flames
vore ut intervals to the Neleht of Afleen foel,
and were seen af timee to lgsae from the south.

The new islacd has been visitad by Dr. Deki-
galls, 8 man of science nnfd an abie observer,
who will record acourstely ali the phenomena
of the eruption ns it proceeds, The hoat of the
gen rose lrom 02 Fuhreoheit to 122 we pear the
viclulty of volesnic action ps It wns safe to
approdch, The bottom of the gea all round Nea
Kulmene sppears 10 have risen greatly, In one
place, where the depth is matked on the Admi.
rulty chart one bundred fathoms, it was found
to be only thirty, snd at another where it was
geventeen it Is now ouly three futhoms, The
new island, ne it increnses, will probably form a
junction with Nea Kaimene. It grows, as it
were, out of the sea, the mass below pu.hmg
npwards that which is already above water,
The lower part is hot, ita fisures, where they
are deep, being 150 Fabhrenheit, and the upper
part, alter lour days® exposure, was found to be
still Bo,

At present the centre of the voleanie foree lies
evidently far below the botiom of the sea, and
only gnees and smoke work their way thruugh
the incuwbent earth to the waler, and escepe iv
noige, Names, snd emoke to the surface, But
should u fissure at the bottom of the sew allow
the water to penetrate to the fives that throw up
the melted metal of the new igland to the sur-
face, an eroptisn may take place of a kind simi-
lar 1o that which desiroyed Pompeii, but far
more terrible.

The esuption that formed the present island of
Nea Lalmene bessan in the year 1707, and the
voleanic action continued, withont doing any
gerions injury to the inbabitantas of Thera, until

718, 1r is pessible the present i\ruptl:m may
coptinue ps long, and be as wildin its operation.
But ns lnte as 1600 a terrible eruption laid waste
frcnl purt of the sland, nnd raized an island on
ts northeastern coust, which scon sank again
into the sea, leaving a shoal,

The izland of Old Kammene made its first ap-
iearance in the year 108 belore the Christinn era.
18 g1ze wus increased by severnl eruptions men-

tioned In history. The last addition It received
was in 1457, The Small Kaimene, which is
nearest 1o Thera, was thrown up in 1573, All
the eruptions in the baye have been attended
with sumiler phenomens

The Britlsh paval commander at Mslia has
semt two ships to the scene of these phenomena,
A letter dated February 7, containing the latest
NeWE, SOVE;— -

“The same smoke and fire in the evening ns
yesterday, and the hillock continues its opera-
tinns. The gen, too; boils beyond the cove more
than yesterdny. The hillock, or land, will pro-
bably Ly to-morrow increase a8 far ss the ens
trance to the cove, and be joined by Its sides,”

The Next Cotton Crop.

In the March number of De Bow's Review the
editor, who has just completed s tour through
the Cotton Etates, estimates the next cotton crop
at pot more than one mllion five hundred thou-
sand bales, He adds:—"These fgures are not
kely to be increased by anything that it i now
to happen, and may be mcntl;, reduced by the
ignorgnce, negleet, or desertion of the laboring
forees, which, iml;,_ln.: from the experience of all
other countries, 18 more likely to oconr than not,
and 1o reduce the crop to one milllon or one
million two hundred thousand bales, No ac-
count {a taken in the calonlation of the applica-
tion of white labor to cotton, beyond what was
applicd Lo it before the war. The extenmye mor-
tality of the war has made white lubor ut the
Bouta very €oarvce, and so far Itls sbsorbed in
the necessary pursults of the mechanic urts and
tradte, which have been furnishing most luesa-
tive ntl-pln_}tl!!'tll The wear and tear and
frighttul destruction caused bv the war opened
